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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In view of amendment and Applicant's argument, the Examiner withdraws the 
rejection to claims 1-8. The addition of claim 9 has been acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not show an alternator comprising a cap for closing 
an open portion of the alternator case for removal and insertion of the brushes, one of 
said cap and said case including means for obstructing an air passage between the 
ventilation opening of the case and said open portion to prevent an airflow from passing 
through the ventilation opening and directly through said open portion so that the airflow 
passing through the cooling plate take a circuitous route toward the brushes to cool 
them off; and a brush holding assembly which the shaft passes through, said brush 
holding assembly holding the brushes within a holding portion and provided with a cover 
capable of being opened to remove said brushes, said cover covering a connection 
portion connecting holding assembly terminals of said brush holding assembly and 
brush terminals.
